“Scientific Selection and Assignment 
of Men lu the Creation of An Organi­ 
zation” was the subject of Dr. Black ­ 
ford's address, which o(>ened with the 
following preamble: 
“When we can bring together a group 
of men so selected and assigned that 
every’ individual shall be fitted for bis 
task , adapted to all other units of the 
group and attuned to the community 
spirit, then we shall have the Ideal or­ 
ganization for efficiency.” 


M a n M u it Hold F o u r of a Kind. 
“Four qualifications are necessary 
for every position." said Dr. Black ford 
to a New York newspaper man. "They 
an» health. Intelligence, industry and 
honesty. 
The higher the position the 
greater the number of qualifications 
needed. 
Men must guide, direct, su- 
¡>ervlse and train large numliers of oth­ 
er men. 
Men must earn, combine and 
administer funds. 
Men must devise, 
plan, schedule. |*» rform and control op­ 
erations. 
"The eauwe of waste lies in igno­ 
rance of human aptitude and the re­ 
quirements of different k inds of work . 
The remedy 1» obvious. It lies In voca­ 
tional guidance of the child and in­ 
struction of parents. 
The number of 
young boys and men who apply mere­ 
ly for a Job without the slightest no­ 
tion what they want to do or ought to 
do Is « Imply appalling. These, having 
no definite aim In life, become drift­ 
ers. loafers, and sooner or later a large 
number of them liecome unemployable 
through discouragement and bad hab­ 
it» .
